“ ‘They are not only a haiidsome 
bird, but also a sp lendid table bird, 
and very destructive to nox tous in­ 
sects and veimin, and therefoie are 
great friends of the farmer. 
“ *A y ear ago this month I p urchas­ 
ed some Chinese ring necks of the 
Kendrick pheasantry of Denver 
I 
secured five or six dozen eggs and 
hatched out thirty or forty chicks, 
but T made a mistake in using game 
hens to hatch the birds, and befo-e I 
got ontn it the hens killed the birds 
soon after hatching. 
“ *1 then switched to the common 
barny ard hens, with more success. I, 
however, found that I did not h aje 
enough room in town, so sen t them 
out to the farm and

'are deep ly interested in these birds, 
and the owners of about 2,000 acres 
*of land have agreed to p rotect these

feed for them during the winter.

am deep ly Interested in this move, 
and I am going to ask y ou to send me 
ms many p airs of Chinese ring necks 
as y ou can conscientiously sp are, for 
the p urp ose of p utting them out in 
the p heasantry , hatching the eggs un­ 
der barny ard fowls and liberating the 
chicks on the 2,000 acres referred to. 
I believe that I can make a showing 
this fall that y our office will he p roud 
of, so kindly let me have as many as 
one half dozen p air if p ossible.’

Mid-Ocean.—As I look abroad and 
see nothing bu t w ater, w ater every­ 
where withou t a speck

sight, and as I reflect th at we are 
passing over varying depths, some of 
Mthich are as great as five miles, I 
am rem inded of the promise in the 
Lord’s 
v.ord 
th a t 
u ltim ately 
the 
whole earth, the world 
of 
m ankind, 
shall have su ch an abu ndant knowl­ 
edge of the Creator 
and 
the 
Re- m ight be saved and fixed 
their 
en- 


lieve on him of whom they have not 
heard” (Romans x, 14). 
And again, 
his assu rance that “there 
is 
none 
other 
nam e 
u nder 
heaven 
given 
among men, whereby we 
m u st 
be 
saved” (Acts iv, l2 ). 
The error from the past which led 
to this inconsistency is the teaching 
that all of the heathen are going to 
eternal tortu re, and that they never 
will have an opportu nity of accepting 
Christ in the 
fu tu re. 
They 
rebel 
against the thou ght which has come 
down from the dark ages th at God 
foreknew 
the 
ignorance 
of 
the 
heathen and predestinated their eter­ 
nal tortu re; th at 
they 
shou ld 
not 
bear of the only nam e u nder heaven 
or given among men whereby they 


deemer, as to be f*tly illu strated by 
the depths of the sea. 
I have there- 
fdre chosen as my text 
the 
words, 
earth shall be fu ll of the knowl­ 
edge of the I^ rd as the w aters cover 
the sea.” 
I rem em ber also tbe very 
sim ilar promise by the Lord throu gh 


vironm ents so th at they never heard. 
The whole difficu lty, we see, lies in 
the fact that God’s people in the past 
have not stu died his W ord as they 
shou ld have done. 
Some of u s su b­ 
scribed to one creed, and some to an­ 
other, saying to ou rselves. Ou r creed 
the Prophet (H abakku k ii, 14), “For is not satisfactory, bu t ii is probably

The work is too great for

the errors of heathendom

cated. 
Government 
statistics 
show 
u s there are twice as m any heathen 
today as there were a centu ry ago 
If, therefore, any of u s 
had 
been 
flattering ou rselves

of the world, it is tim e for u s to ac­ 
knowledge ou r error and to look to 
the Lord, realizing that in him alone 
is the world’s hope. 
Dou btless this
